During. the last two weeks many 
more citizens of Charlevoix have be- 
come - interested in the big event of 
the year. for this community — the 
Charlevoix County Homecoming and 
State Centennial, with-a mammoth 
historical. pageant. of Charlevoix 
county and Grand Traverse region to 
be staged each evening, for the three 
days of the celebration, July 4th, 5th, 


end 6th at Charlevoix.

Charlevoix county, with the matter 
financing referted to the American 
Legion inasmuch as the city could not 
‘extend such credit. and the Associa- 
tion of Commerce was not in financial 
condition to assume the obligation.
